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ACTIVE BUSINESS CONTINUES. 


Many Mills Are Yet Behind Their Orders, and the Demand 
on First Hands Is Well Maintained— Some 
Complaints by Jobbers. 


The rainy weather has had a bad effect on business the 
past week. This, added to the somewhat quiet tone of the 
market of the week previous, has caused the paper dealers 
to complain. These gentlemen say that business is not 
as good as it should be at this season of the year. As for 
the mill agents, the majority of them report that all the 
buyers of the town seem to be in league to break the 
market. This means, of course, that the buyers are hold- 
ing back their orders in the hope that the manufacturers 
will weaken in their prices. Summer is coming soon and 
the buyers do not fail to remind the mill men of the fact. 
The sales agents, on the other hand, declare that the 
buyers are a little “too previous” in thinking that the mills 
are getting hungry for orders. They assert that conces- 
sions are being made only on good big business calling 
for large deliveries through the summer months. However 
this may be, the fact is generally admitted that the old 
eagerness of buyers to get their orders filled right away 
has disappeared to a large extent. It follows, therefore, 
that they now have the time to bear the market. This 
they are trying to do. On news paper and boards, how- 
ever, the demand continues so strong that the trade can- 
not be supplied fast enough. Even at the advanced prices 
the buying is active. On both products it is not a ques- 
tion of price but of delivery that troubles the trade. In 
regard to the quotation on news paper it can be said that 
the selling price ranges all the way from 2.30 cents to 
2% cents delivered in New York. The size, weight, &c., 
have a good deal to do with determining the exact figure, 
put there is another consideration, and that is whether 
the buyer is an old customer or not. To old desirable 
trade the preference is given. Of news the supply is short. 
On boards the market is very strong, practically the same 
conditions existing as in the news line. The prospect of 
a consolidation ef the board mills in the near future has 
stimulated buying. High grade tissues are also in remark- 
ably good demand. On these some of the leading manu- 
facturers are “boosting” the price about 10 per cent. 
No. 1 manilas are none too strong, whereas the No. 2's 
are in good demand and are s¢arce. The No. 1 is quoted 
at 2% cents; still, there are reports of sales at 25 cents. 
The No. 2 is firm at 24% cents. Butchers’ is fairly steady 
at about 2 cents. Side runs, otherwise known as white 
manilas, are quoted at 2 cents, but, in the language of the 
trade, “the price is 1.90 if you know how to buy right.” 
Fibre papers are a little firmer than they have been, 2.45 
cents being about the average price, although some 
grades are sold as low as 2.35 cents. Ordinary manila 
tissues are in fairly good demand. All kinds of so-called 
specialties, such as card middles, cardboards, glazed 
papers and fancy papers of all kinds, are in very good de 
mand. The market on writings is in pretty fair shape; 
the mills, however, are more busy comparatively than 
the distributing trade. Book papers are moving well, but 
the market is not strong, especially on the average 
grades. The high grades of book papers are in much bet- 
ter demand than those that sell for less than 4 cents. The 
old asking prices on book still hold good. Sales are, 
however, reported at 334 cents for machine finished and 
3% cents for an average grade of super, Coated book is 
steady at 6 cents. All the book mills are fairly full of 
orders. The concessions reported are said to be on long 
runs and on contracts covering the summer months.

Miami Valley Mills Busy. 


Dayton, Ohio, April 8, 1902.—Much to the surprise of 
a number of persons they heard a prominent tradesman 
make the remark this week that his spring business had 
not really started and that yet his concern was never busier 
in its history. “We have been running on an unusually 
large grist of orders since January, and there has been 
scarcely a let-up since that time. Long previous thereto 
we enjoyed what would ordinarily have been a tremen- 
dous trade. The spring business has not, in fact, started, 
and when it does we do not see how we can handle all of 
the trade. Conditions were never more favorable and the 
outlook is pleasing all around.” The average mill man 
stated some time ago that spring business had been com- 
ing in for a fortnight. Possibly the erratic weather had 
something to do with a slight change in trade which was 
noted for a few days. Before the week had far advanced, 
however, there was an improvement, and just now the 
situation is roseate. 

All lines are enjoying an impetus. Books and writings 
are firm—in fact, very active. For machine finished books 
3c. is the prevailing price, while supers bring 334c. The 
best grades of writings are in demand. The box board 
trade is about as animated as it has been for some time. 
Whether the proposed combine has any effect upon this 
condition is problematical. Novelties have been called 
for largely during the past busy season in large quanti- 
ties, but, if anything, with the opening of spring trade are 
now in heavier demand than ever. There are not many 
makers of building papers in the valley, but all are busily 
engaged with extra forces. This grade of paper was sold 
largely earlier in the year in anticipation of active build- 
ing all over the country, and, as the present is an unpar- 
alleled season of prosperity, many improygments are un- 


der way and the use of building papers is increasing rap 
idly. Locally, strikes and threatened strikes are inter 
fering with the building paper trade somewhat. M. V. 





Wisconsin Mills Behind Orders. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., April 7, 1902.—The volume of business 
coming to the paper mills of this valley remains sub- 
stantially the same as for a couple of weeks past. The 
writing paper mills are still from two to three months 
behind their orders and are picking and choosing with 
discrimination the business they can handle to the best 
advantage and the orders they can fill most speedily. The 
print market is strong and with the possibility of labor 
troubles ahead is likely to be for some time to come. 
The demand for print since the first of the year has been 
unusually heavy. In book papers and some of the lower 
grades the mills report there has been a little easing in 
the demand during the last ten days. Prices in all lines 
are without variation worthy of notice.

Reports received from the Wisconsin River mills state 
that the strike was practically without effect there. None 
of the men at the John Edward Manufacturing Company 
mill or the Centralia Pulp and Water Power Company 
mill went out. At the mills of the Nekoosa Paper Com- 
pany and the Grand Rapids Pulp and Paper Company 
three or four men at each place stopped work, but their 
places were immediately filled by others, and the ma 
chines were not stopped. At the mills of the Plover Pa- 
per Company and the Wisconsin River Pulp and Paper 
Company there was no effect whatever. So far as heard 
from none of the employees stopped work at the mills of 
the Dells Paper and Pulp Company, Eau Claire; the Wau- 
sau Paper Mills Company, Wausau; the Tomahawk Ra- 
per Company, Tomahawk; the Falls Manufacturing Com 
pany, Oconto Falls; the Marinette and Menominee Paper 
Company, Marirttte. Fox River. 


Strike in Straw Board Mill. 

Urpana, Ohio, April 5, 1902.—A small strike occurred 
at the Ohio Straw Board Works Wednesday evening oi 
last week. Nine of the cutter tenders and finishers walked 
out when they were refused more wages by Superinten 
dent George Close. Four of the men were receiving $1.10 
per day, two were receiving $1.35 and the other three 
were getting $1.60 per day. Each asked for a raise of 
15 cents per day. They have had to work twelve 
hours per day and claim they were not receiving enough 
for their work. There are sixty-five employees at the 
factory and this strike did not hinder the remainder of th« 
force from working. The factory closed down Thursday 
for the want of straw and again started up Friday. Gen 
eral Manager Staley, of the factory, says that the men 
were receiving more than other factories pay for this 
kind of labor and he did not see the reason why he should 
increase their wages. 


Accident in a Digester Room. 

Rumrorp Faris, Me., April 7, 1902—H. M. Davis, 
thirty-five years old, married, was instantly killed, and 
Barney McDonald, thirty years, single, and Karl Alphite 
twenty-five years, single, were severely injured last week 
in the sulphite mill of the International Paper Company 
Alphite 4s fatally injured, but McDonald has a smal! 
chance for recovery. 

The accident took place in the digester room, where th« 
injured men were employed as helpers. The men started 
to open a valve to blow off the digester, when the 14-inch 
blowpipe burst, allowing tons of hot pulp to escape. 

Davis was blown 30 feet and killed instantly, whil 
McDonald and Alphite were terribly scalded. Two othe: 
men in the room escaped injury. Davis’ home was in 
Gardiner, where he leaves a widow and three children 
The property loss to the International Paper Company 
will probably not exceed $500. 


Opening of Navigation in Wisconsin. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR-CORRESPONDENT.) 

APPLETON, Wis., April 7, 1902—The opening of navi 
gation on Lake Winnebago and the Fox River occur 
this week. According to the Government regulations 
this event necessitates the holding of the water in th: 
lake at the level of the crest of the Menasha dam. This is 
just about where the water stands at present, and as ther« 
is little prospect for the usual spring freshet the Neenal 
and Menasha Water Power Company last week reduced 
the quantity of water drawn for power to 50 per cent. o! 
the normal flow. This allows the paper mills to run by 
water without hindrance, but shuts off a good deal o/ 
ground wood making except in favored localities. Th« 
prospects for water power the coming summer are the 
least favorable for many years past. Fox River. 
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A PECULIAR JERSEY LAW. 


Vice-Chancellor Stevens’ Decision Holds That a Manufac- 
turer Must Purify His Mill Discharge Before 
It Goes Into the Stream. 





The decision of Vice-Chancellor Stevens, of New Jersey, 
in the case of the State Board of Health vs. the Dia- 
mond Mills Paper Company, handed down last week, has 
given the New Jersey paper manufacturers something to 
think about. The reason for this lies in the fact that, 
according to the decision of the Vice-Chancellor, all the 
paper manufacturers are in danger of having an injunc- 
tion taken out against them prohibiting them from dis- 
charging into any of the streams of the State the refuse 
of their mills whether that refuse injures the water or not. 
[his is the interpretation put on the act of 1899 (Public 
Laws of New Jersey, page 73) by the Vice-Chancellor. 
It is therefore not to be wondered at that the owners of 
paper mills in that State are considerably disturbed over 
this unexpected interpretation. 

The case was in the nature of a bill in equity filed in the 
name of the State of New Jersey by the State Board of 
Health, asking for an injunction prohibiting the Diamond 
Mills Paper Company from discharging its factory refuse 
into the Rahway River. The act under which the bill is 
filed recites in legal form that it shall be unlawful to pol- 
lute or injure the ponds, lakes and watercourses of the 
State at any point above which is taken or may be taken 
any public supply of water for towns, cities or other 
municipalities of the State. The proviso in the act excepts 
irom its provisions “any municipality which at the date of 
the passage of the act has a public sewer or system of 
sewers, drains or system of drains, legally constructed un- 
der municipal or of township authority, discharging its 
drainage or sewage into such river,” &c. 

The exception quoted in the last paragraph is a puzzler 
to the New Jersey paper makers. These gentlemen can- 
not understand why the refuse of their mills should be 
injurious to the watercourses of the State, and the sewage 
of cities and towns should be by implication, at least, de- 
clared harmless. This is what the act amounts to. The 
penalty for violation of the act is a fine of $100. 

According to the papers in the case, “two things were 
onceded. First, that the Diamond Mills Paper Company 
does discharge refuse into the Rahway River above the 
point from which the city of Rahway obtains its supply of 
Second, that at the point where such supply is 
taken there is no visible or appreciable deterioration of 
the water, in so far as observation or chemical analysis 
can detect it. The distance between the point of dis- 
harge and the point from which the city of Rahway takes 
its supply is 6 or 8 miles.” 

One of the interesting observations made by the Vice- 
Chancellor in the course of his long opinion is that “where 
he State is concerned the presence of actual injury is not 
in essential element of chancery jurisdiction. * * * If 
it the place of discharge the factory refuse put into the 
river impairs it or even tends to impair it, the prohibited 
ct is done.” Continuing, the Vice-Chancellor said: “I 
oO not understand that there is any question by the de- 
endant that the purity and potability of the waters of the 
river are impaired at the point of discharge. It is con- 
tended that the solids held in suspension in the water, 
is it passes out of the raceway into the river, soon 
ink to the bottom, leaving the water as pure as it was 
vhen it entered the mill; but it is not seriously pretended 
that the waste water at the point of discharge is either 
ure or potable. The bottled samples demonstrate that 
tis not. It would seem, then, that an injunction should 

sue. The city of Rahway is not shown to have been in- 
ired, but this is a-bill filed, not by the city of Rahway, 
vhich is not a party, but by the State Board of Health.” 

In conclusion the Vice-Chancellor quoted the following 
ld decision with which he agreed: 

“The meaning (of the clause) is plain. You shall not 
send your sewage into a natural stream until you have 
made it wholesome water—until "you have got rid of all 
the noxious matter in it, That I think is the effect of the 
‘lause, and if that is the meaning, the next point is, what 
water is it that is not to be affected or deteriorated? * * * 
[ think it must mean that you are not to affect or de- 
teriorate the water in the river at the point where the 
outfall is.”

Champion Paper Company Increasing Capital Stock. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, April 7, 1902.—It is reported in finan- 
ial circles that the Champion Coated Paper Company, of 
Hamilton, will increase its stock and that an offer will 
be made to capitalists in the Miami Valley. It is pro- 
posed to float $600,000 of 6 per cent. preferred, while 
there will also be $1,040,000 of common stock, which will 
be held by the present owners. A portion of the pre- 
erred stock was offered on the market Monday and 
Tuesday of this week by the Second National Bank of 


Hamilton, the Union Savings Bank and Trust Company 
and the German National Bank of Cincinnati at 112%. 
This company, as is generally known, is erecting one of 
the largest plants in the world. Recently a paper mill of 
large proportions was built and a new coated plant is 
under construction. 

The financial agents offered for subscription $300,000 6 
per cent. non-taxable, cumulative, stock at 
11244, and called attention to some important facts, which 
were substantially as follows: 

That the last recorded sale of the 
at $400 per $100 share; that the company has no bonded 
or floating indebtedness and the preferred stock was so 
drawn as to be the first and prior lien on all of the 
assets; that the plant has a capacity of 200,000 pounds 
per day and is acknowledged to be the model mill of the 
world of its kind, covering 14 acres of ground and in- 
volving an expense to build and equip of over $1,300,000. 

Without having had the advantage of the extensions 
and improvements being made with the proceeds of the 
sale of the preferred stock, the net earnings of the com- 
pany have yearly been more than five times the amount 
required to pay the annual dividend on the entire issu- 
ance of preferred stock, making it fair to assume that 
with the present improvements, extensions and enlarge- 
ments of capacity the earnings will increase largely. 

The stock was generously subscribed Tuesday and will 
be delivered Thursday. The capital stock of the com- 
pany is $1,640,000. The other $300,000 of the issue of pre- 
ferred stock has been purchased and paid for by the di- 
rectors of the company and the banks handling the sale, 
together with associate capitalists.

Coming Conventions of Union Workers. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

WarTeERTOWN, N. Y., April 8, 1902.—The matter of great- 
est interest to paper mill workers in the Black River Val- 
ley at the present time is the coming conventions of the 
United Brotherhood of Paper Makers and the Interna- 
tional Association of Machine Tenders. Though the date 
is not yet fixed it is supposed that both conventions will 
be held at Niagara Falls the second week in May. Both 
bodies will meet and dispose of the business that has ac- 
cumulated since the last annual conventions. After that 
it is understood that there will be a joint meeting of dele- 
gates, with the idea of bringing the two organizations 
under a single set of officers. The consolidation of the 
United Brotherhood of Paper Makers and the Machine 
Tenders will, of course, depend on the votes of the dele- 
gates attending the conventions, but it seems to be taken 
as an assured fact that such a consolidation will be effect- 
ed, When this is done representatives of the new and 
larger association of paper mill employees will confer 
with those who represent the paper mill interests of the 
country, with the idea of reaching a mutual understanding 
in regard to wages and hours of work. Officers of the 
Brotherhood of Paper Makers in this city have no doubt 
that such a conference between representatives of the 
craft and their employers will be harmonious, and that a 
satisfactory arrangement will be made. The main point 
at issue is the question of labor on Sunday. The repre- 
sentatives of the workers will be against Sunday labor—at 
least, between the hours of 6 a. m. and 6 p. m.—and they 
will insist on a uniform time schedule in all mills where 
members are employed. As the uniform time schedule 
is quite as desirable to manufacturers as to their em- 
ployees and interests are mutual, it is presumed that a 
satisfactory adjustment of all the questions at issue will 
be effected. A little uncertainty, however, causes much 
interest and some speculation as to the outcome of the 
conventions to be heid a few weeks hence.

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TO MAKE BLEACHING POWDER. 


The St. Louis Chemical Company to Erect Works at St. 
Louis, Mich.—It Will Also Make Caustic Soda, 
Sulphate of Soda, Etc. 


The St. Louis Chemical Company has been incor- 
porated under the laws of the State of New Jersey to 
manufacture bleaching powder, caustic soda, sulphate of 
soda, &c. Its capital stock is $1,000,000, the value of each 
share being $10. The company proposes to build a plant 
at St. Louis, Mich., where it will operate under the pat- 
ents of John Faulkner, now owned by the company. 
The company owns at St. Louis one tract of I1 acres, 
and immediately adjoining it another tract of 20 
acres. It is claimed that the company can manufacture 
its products at a cost of at least one-third less than other 
like concerns in the United States. The market value of 
the raw salt is about $4 a ton. The company gets its 
brine for the pumping, a cost of 10 cents a ton, and then 
evaporates it by means of waste heat, so that on a plant 
using 300 tons of salt a week it would save an amount 
equal to a profit of Over 6 per cent. on a total par value 
of entire capital from this one item. 

The first section of the plant to be erected by the com- 
pany will have a yearly capacity of 6,000 tons of bleaching 
powder and 7,000 tons of caustic soda. The earnings of 
this section are placed as follows:

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BUILDING PAPER FIGHT ENDED. 


The Barrett Manufacturing Company and the Cambria Steel 
Interests Reach an Understanding—Prices Have Jumped 
and as a Consequence the Demand Has Fallen Off. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PuiLtapetpuia, April 8, 1902.—The long discussed com- 
bination in tarred and building papers is now an accom- 
plished fact; the war of the two great rivals is over 
and prices have bounded upward. 

The competition and price war between the Barrett 
Manufacturing Company and the Cambria Steel interests 
which control the coal tar situation was recently recorded 
in these columns. Now it is reported that competition 
is at an end. The revised schedule of prices shows de- 
cided changes. 

Regular felts have advanced from $30 to $33 for less 
than carload lots, the old carload prices, however, for 
this and other grades never having been a quotable quan- 
tity, and in the present instance not being modified. Sla- 
ters’ felts for less than carload lots advanced from $30 to 
from $33 to $38 on a carload basis. The best two-ply 
tarred increased from 60 to 70 cents and of three-ply from 
75 cents to 80 and go cents. Sheathing is quoted at $30 
in less than carloads, an advance from $28, and deadening 
felt at $38, a slight increase. 

As a result of the increased prices demand has fallen 
to one-third its customary seasonable volume. The job- 
bers, however, are of the impression that merchants have 
simply decreased the size of their orders on the supposition 
that the advanced prices may not hold. “They will posi- 
tively hold, however,” he said, “and I am confident that 
the advance will not have a tendency to decrease the size 
of the eventual demand.” E. R. G. 





The Crockers Investigating Maine Mill Site. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 
Caxais, Me., April 7, 1902—The Messrs. Crocker, of 
Fitchburg, Mass., paper manufacturers, arrived in Calais on 
the Washington County RR. last week and proceeded to 
Grand Lake Stream by special train to Princeton, for the 
purpose of inspecting the water power to be obtained 
there.

rumored that these gentlemen are contemplating the erec- 
tion of a pulp and paper plant at some point in Eastern 
Maine, and there is little doubt but that Grand Lake 
Stream will be selected, provided sufficient water power 
can be obtained. The United States Leather Company, 
owner of the tanneries at the Stream, controls the water 
power there, but as there is little chance or likelihood of 
the company reopening the tanneries, which were aban- 
doned a number of years ago, it will doubtless be will- 
ing to sell its rights and privileges to the Crockers, 
providing the latter conclude to erect a plant there. There 
is an abundant supply of wood pulp near at hand, and the 
gentlemen referred to have already opened negotiations 
with East Machias parties who control large tracts of 
land in the vicinity of the village. 

When the Shaw tanneries were in full operation Grand 
Lake Stream was a thriving village, boasting a population 
of over 500, and in the summer season fully 500 hands 
were employed in connection with the tanneries. With 
the failure of the Shaws, dark days fell upon the Stream 
and when the tanneries were finally closed the young men 
of the village and surrounding territory, who made good 
wages during the period of activity, had nothing to look 
forward to at home and they gradually drifted westward 
in search of a livelihood. Dozens of vacant houses show 
where in former days a happy and contented people 
dwelt, and the village at present presents an almost de- 
serted appearance. , 

Should the paper mill project materialize Grand Lake 
Stream will experience a return to its former satisfactory 
state, and the residents of the territory adjacent will be 
much benefited by the improved condition of things, for 
they will find plenty of employment cutting and hauling 
the wood necessary to keep the mills going, and the value 
of their property holdings will also be materially en- 
hanced. 

The nearest rail point to Grand Lake Stream is Prince- 
ton, 12 miles distant, but in event of the establishment of 
the proposed plant the Washington County Railroad 
would doubtless extend its line from the latter town to the 
stream, and this, in addition to facilitating the shipment 
of the mill’s output, will be the means of opening up to 
a much greater extent access to one of the best, if not the 
best, salmon and trout fishing regions in the State of 
Maine ME.

Hartrorp, Conn., April 7, 1902.—Labor asserted itsel/ 
in the city election here to-day and voted solidly for the 
Economic League candidate for mayor, Ignatius T. Sulli 
van. He received 6,639 votes to 5,316 for William B 
Dwight, the Republican nominee. 

The Economic League is an organization within the 
ranks of organized labor, and it proved itself sufficiently 
strong at the Democratic primaries to land the nomina 
tion for mayor. It was expected that many of the regular 
Democrats would cut the mayoralty candidate, but this 
did not occur to the extent the Republicans hoped, and 
the labor vote went for Sullivan in a body. 

Sullivan, the mayor-elect, was born at Canton, Mass 
August 20, 1867. He came to Hartford seven years agi 
to enter a clothing store as clerk. He had previously 
been in the same business in Holyoke and Springfield, 
Mass. Early in life he learned the trade of paper maker 
and when twenty-two years old he was superintendent of 
the factory of the National Metal Edge Box Company at 
Readsboro, Vt..

Toronto, Canada, April 6, 1902——The Atlantic Pulp 
and Paper Company, incorporated under the Ontario 
Companies Act, is now offering its stock on the market. 
The company has a capital stock of $3,000,000, equally 
divided into 7 per cent. cumulative preference shares and 
common shares, the whole issue of the preferred being 
offered for subscription at par. With every two shares 
of preferred stock there will be allotted by way of bonus 
one share of fully paid up common stock. The head 
office of the company will be at Toronto, and the board of 
directors is as follows: President, C. W. Edwards, M. P., 
of W. C. Edwards & Co., Limited, Ottawa; vice-presi- 
dent, R. Y. Ellis, of P. W. Ellis & Co., Limited, Toronto; 
Charles H. Watrous, Brantford, Ont.; R. H. Thompson, 
Buffalo, N. Y.; A. J. H. Eckhardt, Toronto; Charles Ly 
man, Montreal; J. W. Wardrope, Montreal; William M. 
McIntyre, Toronto, and W. R. P. Parker, Toronto. 

The prospectus, after pointing out that only one-tenth 
of the States of the United States grow any spruce, and 
quoting S. Charles Phillips as saying that in a few years 
Canada will supply Great Britain the greater part of her 
ground wood and the European countries with a large 
percentage of theirs, argues that Canada is progressing 
rapidly in the pulp and paper line. It then quotes the 
Evening Post’s expression of the belief that it is the 
unanimous wish of the United States press that the duty 
on pulp should be abolished. Another quotation from 
the report of William F. Fox, superintendent of New 
York State forests, is to the effect that these forests would 
be exhausted in ten or twelve years, and thereafter paper 
makers would have to depend on Canada for their pulp 
wood. 

The prospectus states that the timber limits owned by 
the company are drained by the Little Cascapedia River, 
and that George F. Hardy, of Néw York, reports that 
there is power enough at the mill site to run mills of 
even larger capacity than those proposed. The cost of 


labor is less than in “probably any other American mill,” 
as competent men can be had for very low wages. The 
mills will be built on the Baie des Chaleurs, where there 
are excellent transportation facilities. The company 
owns 193,200 acres. The company proposes to build a 
54-ton paper mill, a 50-ton ground wood mill and a 4o- 
ton -sulphite mill, the product being intended for the 
Eastern States and Great Britain. Mr. Hardy estimates 
the cost of developing the power and erecting the mills 
at $900,000. 

The prospectus says: “Estimating the cost of pulp 
wood at $2.25 a cord, careful estimates made for the com 
pany show that the ground wood pulp should not cost 
over $5.89 a ton and sulphite not over $16 a ton. The 
actual cost of news paper from pulp estimated at these 
prices should not be over $16.94 a ton.”

FOR CORPORATION REPORTS. 


A Measure Now Before Congress—By Its Terms Companies 
Doing an Interstate Business Must Report to 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Wasuincton, D. C., April 7, 1902.—A bill is now 
pending in Congress which, if it becomes a law, will ap- 
ply to a number of paper companies. The measure pro- 
vides that every corporation engaged in interstate com- 
merce shall, on or before September 1 of each year, file a 
return with the Secretary of the Treasury stating, among 
other things, its name, date of organization, when and 
where organized, giving statutes under which it is organ- 
ized, and, if consolidated, naming constituent companies, 
with the same information as to such constituent com- 
panies, as far as applicable; amount of authorized capital 
stock shares into which it is divided, par value, whether 
common or preferred, and distinction between each; 
amount issued and outstanding; amount paid in, and 
whether paid in cash or property; a statement of the as- 
sets at their present cash market value, giving the elements 
upon which said cash market value is based and espe- 
cially whether in whole or in part upon the capitalization 
of earnings, earning capacity or economies and liabilities, 
with current assets and liabilities; total earnings and in- 
come, operating expenses, interest, taxes, maintenance, 
permanent improvements, net and dividends 
declared, with rate and date during the year preceding 
the Ist of the preceding July; salaries of officials and 
wages of employees. 

The bill further provides that the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall have prepared a blank return for the use 
of such corporations containing the foregoing require- 
ments and such other as may be necessary, so that the 
returns shall disclose the true financial condition of such 
corporations and their total.capital stock. The provision 
is made that all corporations engaged in interstate com- 
merce, whose outstanding capital is not fully paid in cash, 
or other property at its cash market value, or whose capi- 
tal stock is based wholly or in part, directly or indirectly, 
during any period of its development upon the capitaliza- 
tion of earnings, earning capacity or economies, shall be 
subject, on the first day of September of each year, for 
the privilege of exercising its franchises and interstate 


earnings 


commerce, to a tax upon its corporate franchises to be 
computed as follows: One per cent. per annum on its 
capital stock issued and outstanding. If the said tax re- 
mains unpaid for a period of thirty days after the same 
shall become due an action of debt may be maintained 
therefor, for and in the name of the United States, against 
said corporation. The tax shall bear interest from the 
first day of September at the rate of 6 per cent. per 
annum, and the tax is made a first lien upon all property 
and estate of such corporations. Failure to pay the tax 
will cause the corporation to be restrained from engaging 
in interstate commerce. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to prepare 
and publish a list of all corporations, joint stock com- 
panies; &c:, making returns. i. eee

The Fifth of April Strike. 


As was expected, April 5 brought an extension of the 
paper makers’ strike in Wisconsin. Latest advices from 
our correspondent at Appleton indicate that the mill own- 
ers had made preparations for the latest move on the 
part of the Brotherhood, and obtained men whom they 
held in reserve to fill whatever vacancies might be cre- 
ated. This preparation appears to have been made very 
carefully, for at this writing only two mills are in trouble, 
so far as reported. 

One result of the strike that has not yet been chron- 
icled is the drawing to the scene of the dispute men from 
the Eastern mills, and the only personal knowledge that 
some Eastern manufacturers have of the strike is gained 
from some of their employees who have left for the West. 

Now that April 5 is passed, bringing its quota of trouble 
to the West, observation is now directed to May 15, the 
date at which the East will probably have a settlement 
of its own labor question. 


A Sample of Jersey Justice. 


In our news columns in this issue of THE PAPER TRADE 
JOURNAL we print the story ‘of the decision of Vice-Chan- 
cellor Stevens in the case of “The State ex rel. Board of 
Health of the State of New Jersey vs. The Diamond 
Mills Paper Company.” The decision is noteworthy. It 
may be good law, but it strikes the layman that if it is, 
then the law that it enforces is a marked example of in- 
justice. The first section of the act under which the suit

is brought provides that “no sewage, drainage, domestic 
or factory refuse,” &c., “which either by itself or in con- 
nection with other matter will corrupt or impair or tend 
to corrupt or impair the quality of water of any river,” 
&c., “from which is taken or may be taken any public 
supply of water for domestic use in any city,” &c., shall 
be discharged into any such waters above the point where 
any municipality shall or may obtain its supply of water. 

In this case two points are conceded—first, that the 
defendant does discharge factory refuse into the Rahway 
River above the point at which Rahway city obtains her 
supply of water, and, second, that at such point there is 
no deterioration of the water, so far as observation or 
chemical analysis can detect. ’ 

It is not contended that the factory refuse worked in 
any way harmfully. In fact, it is conceded on the record 
that it does not, but because a factory discharge might 
tend to render such water injurious and because such dis- 
charge is prohibited anywhere above the point from 
which the city takes its supply, the court rules that there 
is a violation of the law, and that therefore an injunction 
should be issued. 

The point at which the city obtains its supply is several 
miles below the point at which the discharge is made, but 
the court holds that while no injury is shown there, the 
law directs that if the water at the place of discharge be 
polluted then the discharge must be stopped or rendered 
harmless. In other words, when a manufacturer takes 
from such a river water for use in his mill, purifies it for 
such use, and then uses it, he must before discharging 
the water back into the river remove from it such matters 
as may tend to, although they do not, in fact, render it 
injurious. 

Yet another phase of the question is this, that while the 
manufacturers are thus put under an extremely rigid regu- 
lation, any municipality having a legally constructed sew- 
erage system may discharge into the same river all its 
accumulated daily filth. . 

New Jersey certainly draws the line -wery fine. She 





allows her people, if they are not manufacturers, to dis- 
charge into the rivers and streams any amount of pollu- 
tion, but if they are manufacturers she binds them by laws 
that are not at all reasonable. Why should a municipality 
be allowed a special privilege? Why should a manufac- 
turer be compelled to render harmless a mill discharge 
in the face of the exemption to the municipalities, es- 
pecially when both observation and chemical analysis 
show that such discharge does not injure or deteriorate 
the quality of the water? It looks very much as though 
the law under which the suit was brought is seriously in 
need of amendment. 


The Secretary of War has issued an important order to 
carry out the provisions of that part of the Philippines 
tariff act which exempts from export and import duties 
goods shipped directly from the Philippines to the United 
States. The order directs that export duties be collected 
on all such goods, with the understanding that the amounts 
collected shall be refunded when evidence is produced that 
the goods were delivered at ports in the United States. 
This evidence must be produced within eighteen months 
after the shipment. This order will prevent vessels bound 
for the United States from landing hemp at foreign ports 
without being obliged to forfeit the deposits representing 
the export duties paid to collectors of customs in the 
Philippines. 


Last week we called attention to a misleading article 
on the question of the duty on pulp published in the 
Brooklyn Eagle. The Eagle later published in its news 
columns a two-column reply to its “scream” by President 
Chisholm, oi the International Paper Company. The re- 
ply was filled with facts reiuting the Eagle’s statements, 
but that paper, instead of acknowledging in a manly way 
that it was wrong, said: “Even those who disagree with 
Mr. Chisholm’s conclusions will find his arguments inter- 
esting. He has certainly made the most of his case.” 
But what better can be expected of a paper that will ad- 
mit to its columns an editorial so full of misstatements as 
the one to which we called attention? 


It was suggested at a recent meeting of the Association 
for the Protection of the Adirondacks that if Congress or 
some scientific institution would offer a reward of $100,000 
or $200,000 for the discovery of a substitute for wood pulp 
it would possibly lead to such discovery, and thus save 
the forests of the United States from Alaska to Mexico 
That reward will be a mere fleabite to the return that the 
man who makes the discovery will receive, There are many 
now engaged in the search, but wood has proved itseli 
such a satisfactory fibre from every point of view that it 
will be extremely difficult to find its successor. 


There is now pending in Congress a bill providing that 
corporations engaged in interstate business shall report 
on or before September of each year to the Secretary o! 
the Treasury as to their business, including, among other 
items, a financial statement showing assets in detail, to- 
gether with a number of other matters that are more 
fully set forth by our Washington correspondent. Should 
the bill become a law it will directly affect a large num 
ber of corporations in the paper line. 


The proceedings of the annual meeting of the Union 
Bag and Paper Company are fully reported in another: 
column, Some of the daily papers express disappointment 
that larger results are not shown, but it should be re 
membered that the financial statement is only for eleven 
months and not for a year, as has been stated in some 
reports. 





An examination of the official classification adopted for 
the American Exhibition to be held in the Crystal Palace 
London, from May to October, 1902, fails to reveal that 
any provision has been made for American paper making 
or American paper making machinery. This would seem 
to be a rather important omission. 


A new company has been organized to manufacture 
bleaching powder in this country. At present we are im- 
porting about 90 per cent. of our bleach from England 
and the Continent, so that there is ample room for more 
of the domestic article. 


The building paper war is over. “The Rivals” have 
arrived at an understanding, the main point of which is 
an advance in prices, the exact figures being given by our 
correspondent from Philadelphia.

OBITUARY. 


Ricnarp C. Harris. 

Richard C. Harris, formerly of Harris Brothers & Co.. 
of Harrisville, N. Y., and with a store at 55 Beekman 
street, New York, died on Tuesday of last week at his 
home in New Gretna, N. J. Mr. Harris was born in 
Philadelphia in 1819. He was therefore eighty-three years 
of age. Mr. Harris began his business career in 1848, in 
which year he purchased a mill at McCarthyville, later 
known as Harrisville, N. J. At this mill he manufac- 
tured under his own name English glazed hardware paper, 
being the first paper maker to manufacture this kind of 
paper in this country. The material he used was 
hay, grown on the swamps adjacent to his mill. In this 
departure he was eminently successful, the paper find- 
ing a ready sale. In about 1864 Mr. Harris, with his 
brother, William D. Harris, opened a paper warehouse in 
New York city on the corner of Dutch and John streets. 
Their firm style was Harris & Brother. In 1866 the 
name was changed to Harris Brothers & Co., the co- 
partners being Richard C., William D., Benjamin M. and 
Howard P. Harris and T. L. Jones, the last named gen- 
tleman being now of Jones & Skinner, 131 William 
street, New York. In that year the concern moved to 
55 Beekman street. During his life Mr. Harris devoted 
his attention principally to the manufacture of paper. 
For the past ten years Mr. Harris had made his home at 
New Gretna, N. J. Speaking of the deceased one of his 
old friends in the New York trade said this week: “Rich- 
ard C. Harris was to my mind a perfect gentleman. He 
was upright and absolutely honest. Although exacting 
to the last farthing, “he was thé personification of honor 
in all business transactions. He was of a genial dispo- 
sition, and was beloved and respected by all those who 
knew him intimately. In the village where his mill was 
located he was looked up to and was trusted implicitly 
by everyone.” The interment was at Woodland Ceme- 
tery, Philadelphia, Pa., at 10:30 a. m., on Monday.

BaLtimore, Md., April 7, 1902.—Rodney B. Smith, 
senior member of the firm of Smith, Dixon & Co., dealers 








in paper at 29 and 31 South Charlies street, died in his 
apartments at the Hotel Rennert last Thursday afternoon 

Mr. Smith’s health began to fail about one year ago, 
and he and Mrs. Smith went to Palm Beach in the hope 
that the air there would prove beneficial, but when he 
returned in April of last year he was worse than when he 
had left Baltimore. Last summer he spent at Glendale, 
Mount Washington, and during the winter, as has been 
his custom for many years, he occupied apartments at 
the Rennert. About two months ago he went to Atlantic 
City, remaining six weeks at the Brighton, and seemed 
to be considerably improved. Up to the last two weeks 
he had been able to go to his office and occasionally to 
take a drive, but he then went into rapid decline. 

Mr. Smith was born at Smith’s Mills, Chautauqua Coun- 
ty, N. Y., on July 31, 1827. His early education was re- 
ceived in the public schools and later he went to the re-

nowned Fredonia Academy. He started in business as a 
merchant at Silver Creek, N. Y., and in 1854 removed to 
Elmira, N. Y., where he remained until the breaking out 
of the Civil War, when he came to Baltimore with his 
family. During the war he had business connections in 
Norfolk, Va., and Newbern, N. C., but continued to keep 
his headquarters in Baltimore. 

About 1868 Mr. Smith established the firm of Smith, 
Dixon & Lockwood, at 34 Hanover street, for the manu- 
facture of paper bags, being one of the first men in the 
country to engage in this business. In the early ’70’s the 
firm moved to 29 and 31 South Charles street, where it 
has been ever since, and about that time the firm became 
known as Smith, Dixon & Co., its present name. Some 
five years ago all of the prominent paper bag manufac- 
turing concerns were united in the Union Bag and Paper 
Company, of which Mr. Smith was a director. 

Mr. Smith leaves a widow, who was Miss Anne Maria 
Lockwood, of New York State; a son, Charles Henry 
Smith, of 1311 North Charles street, Baltimore, and a 
daughter, who is Mrs, Mary S. Lockwood, of Washing- 
ton, 

The funeral took place Saturday afternoon at 2 o’clock 
from the residence of his son, 1311 North Charles street, 
and interment was in the family lot at Greenmount.

London Dock Charges, 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

WASHINGTON, April 7, 1902—The House Commit- 
tee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce has ordered a 
favorable report on the bill to prohibit carriers from charg- 
ing shippers the dock charges imposed by the laws of 
foreign countries on such carriers. The bill acted upon 
was introduced by Mr. Tawney, and is known as the 
London Dock Charges bill. In form it is entitled “A Bill 
to Amend an Act entitled ‘An Act Relating to Navigation 
of Vessels, Bills of Lading and to Certain Obligations, Du- 
ties and Rights in Connection with the Carriage of Prop- 
erty,’ approved February 13, 1893.” The important pro- 
visions in the act are as follows: 


That it shall not be lawful for the manager, agent, mas- 
ter or owner of any vessel transporting merchandise or 
property from or between ports of the United States and 
foreign ports to insert in any bill of lading or shipping 
document any clause, covenant or agreement whereby it, 
he or they shall be relieved from liability for loss or dam- 
age arising from negligence, fault or failure in proper 
loading, stowage, custody, care or proper delivery of any 
and all lawful merchandise or property committed to its 
or their charge; and it shall not be lawful for the man- 
ager, agent, master or owner of any such vessel to insert 
in any bill of lading or shipping document any clause, 
covenant or agreement whereby there is imposed on any 
such merchandise or property, or on the consignee or 
consignees thereof, the payment of any port, harbor, 
dock, landing or sorting charges, or charges of any kind 
for the discharge or delivery thereof, the payment of 
which is imposed on the manager, agent, master or owner, 
or any persons or agencies other than the consignee or 
consignees thereof, by the laws, statutes or customs of the 
foreign country or countries to which such merchandise 
or property shall be transported; or any clause, covenant 
or agreement whereby are impaired the rights or privi- 
leges granted to the consignee or consignees of such 
merchandise or property by the laws, statutes or customs 
of the foreign country or countries to which such mer- 
chandise or property shall be transported. And any and 
al! words or clauses of such import inserted in bills of 
lading or shipping receipts shall be null and void and of 
no effect.

Soutu Benp, Ind., April 7, 1902.—Albert Listenberger, 
as receiver for the Indiana Paper Company, which was 
incorporated at Marion County, Ind., has filed with the 
county recorder a deed transferring the property of the 
company in pursuance of an order of the St. Joseph Cir- 
cuit Court to the Havercamp-Whitney Paper Company 
for a consideration of $57,500. The deed was signed by 
Agnes DeVay as president and W. P. DeVay as secre- 
tary of the Indiana Paper Company, both of Indianapolis. 
The deed is made subject to the payment of the balance 
of a mortgage remaining unpaid which is now a lien 
against the property. It was executed by the Indiana 
Paper Company to the Berkshire Life Insurance Com- 
pany, of Pittsfield, Mass., under date of March 20, 1899, 
and was made to secure a promissory note for $30,000 
principal and ten coupon notes of $750 each, all payable 
within five years from the date. The principal has been 
reduced to $20,000. The Havercamp-Whitney Company 
has filed a mortgage on the property with the county re- 
corder in favor of Paul K. Richter, of Cook County, IIL, 
to secure the payment of this amount.

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THE PREPARATION OF ANILINES. 


It Does Not Always Get the Proper Care and Attention 
—The Color Ofttimes Blamed Unjustly— 
Some Suggestions. 


By H. RoMANorr. 

The proper solution and preparation of aniline colors 
do not always get the attention they deserve. Then spots 
and blotches are noticed, and of course the blame falls 
on the color. With few exceptions 10 to 1§ gallons of 
water are needed for each pound of dry aniline color. 
The United States gallon weighs roughly 8% pounds, so 
that proportion gives us a dilute solution from which the 
color will not separate if not kept too long. It is a good 
rule to dissolve only what will be used during a day, or 
at most forty-eight hours. Many colors will dissolve bet- 
ter if some wood alcohol be added to the water; others 
need an addition of ordinary glycerine, and still others 
require some acetic acid. This, however, should be used 
sparingly, and it is wise, when using acetic acid on a new 


scales a very small quantity of both the new color and 
the standard, dissolve each in the same quantity of water 
in separate glass tubes or tumblers, add to each an equal 
quantity of acetic acid, and allow them to stand for about 
twenty-four hours in a warm place. A correct judgment 
can then be formed as to the behavior of the color toward 
acid. When using glycerine or wood alcohol it is usu- 
ally best to add the solvent to the dry color and stir well 
with a stick before adding all of the water. 

Some violets and other colors hard of solution in 
water can be conveniently prepared as follows: The vessel 
or barrel intended to hold the solution is filled with the 
required quantity of water and the dry color it is in- 
tended to dissolve is sewed up in a flannel bag. This bag 
is hung by a string to a paddle placed across the barrel 
so that the bag of color is about three-quarters under the 
surface of the water. The whole can then be left to itself 
and in due course a perfect solution will be obtained and 
all undissolved particles and so-called pitchy matter found 
inside the bag are removed. As the color dissolves, its 
solution, being heavier than water, sinks and displaces 
water from the bottom, and so on, until all is in solution, 


though their tinctorial power is not impaired. When 
treated as above mentioned they can be perfectly dis- 
solved, especially if some crude glycerine is added to the 
water in the barrel. To save time hot water can be used, 
or even a steam pipe, though it is well to remember that 
some colors are impaired by a heat over 150° to 160° 
Fahr. When using a steam pipe for dissolving aniline 
colors always be sure before using that there is no rust 
or dirt inside the pipe before turning on the steam, or else 
when the solution is stirred up with paddle or dipper lots 
of specks will again be laid to the color. 

When dissolving aniline colors in boiling or hot water 
it is best to boil up first and then add dry color by 
degrees, keeping up the boil until all is dissolved. In this 
case if any extra solvent is used add it to the water be- 
fore turning on the steam and do not use wood alcohol. 
Solution of aniline color should never be added to the 
beater without straining. A fine wire sieve is good, but 
a fine flannel bag is a great deal better. When sugar of 
lead is used as a mordant it is always best to dissolve it 
separately (never add dry to the beater), brighten it up 
with strong acetic acid, and after allowing-it to stand as

James H. Reynolds, of Mittineague, Mass., assignor to 
George J. O’Doherty and Walter Vandenburgh, of Bos- 
ton, Mass., has invented an improved paper making ma- 
chine, for which he has been allowed patent No. 696,596. 

“In machines now in use,” says the inventor, “the 
pressure upon the partly formed paper while it is on the 
Fourdrinier results in placing a watermark impression 
or mark of the Fourdrinier wire upon the paper, thus ren- 
dering it unfit for many uses, and. especially renders 
it unfit for use for photographic purposes. The 
object of my invention is to provide a construction of 
machine wherein this injurious pressure is entirely 
avoided, wherein all water marks, wire marks or impres- 
sions of wire on the paper are avoided, and generally to 
provide a construction wherein the paper produced upon 
said machine will have a smooth, clear, uniform surface, 
free from the objectionable feature referred to.” 

In the accompanying drawing there is shown a portion 
of an ordinary Fourdrinier machine with the improve- 
ment applied thereto, it being a side elevation and show- 
ing only a portion of an ordinary Fourdrinier machine 
back of a point adjacent to the location of the suction 
box. Generally a indicates the frame of the machine, 
b the ordinary lower roll, c the Fourdrinier wire, d a 
roll over which the Fourdrinier wire passes on its return, 
and e and f press rolls. 

In the construction of the machine all pressure upon 
the pulp or semi-plastic material forming the sheet is elim- 
iuaied until the same reaches the first press rolls e and f, 
and to maintain the Fourdrinier wire under the requisite 
tension and cause it to travel with the desired uniformity 
there is arranged a roll d, which by preference is adjusta- 
bly mounted and between which and the couch-roll 6 the 
Fourdrinier wire passes, the roll d being located with

reference to the roll 6b, so as to bear with sufficient pres- 
sure to insure the passage of the Fourdrinier wire and to 
give it the desired rigidity. The same result may, of 
course, be accomplished by the employment of idlers or 
stretcher rolls suitably adjusted, and the location of the 
roll d may be changed, provided it is not so located as to 
bear against the pulp or sheet of paper. As shown in the 
drawing, the paper passes from the Fourdrinier wire upon 
the felt belt 7 and is carried under the roll e, the latter 
being covered with felt or other suitable soft material, 
and from this point it may be conveyed away and treated 
in the ordinary manner, provided, of course, pressure is 
not thereafter applied in such a way as to bring about 
the objectionable results referred to. Preferably the roll 
d is mounted at each end in a box, which is supported by 
an inclined part h, so that if any unusual obstruction is 
carried along by the Fourdrinier wire damage to the wire 
will be avoided by a slight movement of the boxes sup- 
porting the roll d up the inclines, and it will be seen 
that after the passage oi the obstruction the roll d will 
return to its normal positinn by gravity. It will of course 
be seen, however, that various devices and forms of con- 
struction may be employed whereby the roll d may be 
adjustably mounted to bear toward the roll b and automat- 
ically retreat therefrom in the event of necessity, and thus 
avoid the breaking of or injury to the Fourdrinier wire, 
thus accomplishing the same result attained by the par- 
ticular form of construction herein illustrated. 
Heretofore the couching of the paper has been accom- 
plished by subjecting the paper to the pressure of the 
coucher before it left the Fourdrinier, resulting in mark- 
ing the paper with the wire marks of the Fourdrinier. 


This is objectionable, and to avoid this feature there is 
provided means of pressing the paper after leaving the 
Fourdrinier, and the mechanism by which this result is 
preferably accomplished comprises a press roll f, having 
an endless felt apron j arranged to pass over it and carry 


the paper, while above the roll f there is a press roll e, 
having its periphery covered with felt, so that the paper 
passes between two felt surfaces’and all objectionable 
marking of the paper is avoided. It will of course be 
seen that two felt covered rolls may be employed and an 
independent carrier be arranged to convey the paper from 
the Fourdrinier to the press rolls. The inventor prefers 
to employ the endless felt apron / and the press rolls 
arranged as shown-in the drawing 





To prevent danger of the paper being wound upon thé 
top press roll e, there is provided an uncovered roll k, 
mounted in arms / and resting upon the surface of the 
roll e, so that if the paper accidentally adheres to the sur- 
face of the roll ¢ and is carried upwardly it will be caught 
by the roll &, and as this roll is not covered the paper 
will stick to it more closely than to the felt surface of the 
roll e, and thus be carried upwardly and removed from the 
surface of the roll k by the doctor m, and thus all danger 
of destroying the felt on the roll e and the endless felt 
belt by the accidental bunching or accumulations of pulp 
or paper between them will be avoided. 

To enable one to vary the pressure between the press 
rolls e and f, the frame in which the top roll is mounted 
on pivots is supported so that the top roll may be moved 
toward and from the lower roll, and weights or levers 
may be employed to provide superior pressure, if desired.

The Use of Soda in Boilers. 


Opposite views regarding the efficacy of soda as a pre- 
ventive of scale are taken by two correspondents of Power. 
One, who has used it for a year, says that he found little 
or no benefit. He is using pure zinc now in water tube 
boilers of 150 horse power each. There is a purifier at 
the end of a dome or shell where the feed water enters, 
and a 3-pound bar of zinc is thrown in after clearing and 
before replacing the hand plate. If sheet zinc is used it 
is better to put a few holes in it before placing in boiler. 
About a quart of kerosene oil is also used per a 150 horse 
power boiler per day. The zinc lasts about thirty days, 
and it is said to neutralize the lime, carbonates and salt 
which the water contains. 

A believer in soda, however, tells a different story, and 
gives the following method employed by him for using it: 
An oil barrel is elevated about 5 feet above the pumps, 
with a %-inch pipe and globe ‘valve leading to the suction 
pipe of pumps. The soda is thoroughly mixed in the bar- 
rel with water and the globe valve adjusted so it will take 
about ten hours to empty the barrel. Two and one-half 
pounds of soda are put in the barrel every morning. It is 
pumped through a Green economizer, thence to the boilers, 
under a pressure of 170 pounds. The feed water enters 
the boilers at a temperature of 255° Fahr. The econo- 
niizers and boilers are free from rust or scale. The pump 
plungers are packed with square flax, the steam rods with 
Eureka packing. All joints in steam lines are packed 
with copper. A 35 per cent. cylinder oil is used in two Cross 
compound engines 28 and 56-60 and 32 and 64 -+ 60. 
The cylinders and valves are claimed to be in perfect order. 


Testing Indigo Blues. 

In reply to a correspondent, H. C. S., in the World's 
Paper Trade Review, writes concerning the testing of 
indigo blues as follows: 

Pure indigo is distinguished by the copper bronze lustre 
it exhibits when a solid lump is broken in two, but as the 
artificial indigo is also made to assume this appearance as 
far as possible, it is not alone sufficient proof of the pure- 
ness of indigo. The usual adulterant is woad (obtained 
from the isatis tinctoria plant), which yields a blue mag- 
ma by fermentation very much similar to the true indigo 
(which is obtained from the ingofera plant). As there 
are so many commercial varieties of indigo on the mar- 
ket, it is best to have some samples tested by analysis, 
because the tests for value of indigo are too elaborate to 
be performed by anyone unacquainted with chemical! an- 
alysis. The following tests, however, will enable anyone 
to form an opinion as to the genuineness or otherwise 
of indigo, although it does not give particulars as to the 
relative value of the indigo for coloring purposes. 

Test No. 1.—Let one drop of nitric acid fall on a lump 
of indigo; if it be pure a bright yellow spot will be ob- 
served where the drop fell. 

Test No. 2.—Warm a little of the indigo in a test tube 
with some alcohol; if the indigo be pure the alcoho! will 
not be colored. So likewise with the following solutions: 
A cold saturated solution of oxalic acid and borax, solu- 
tion of 10 per cent, alum, solution of 33 per cent. am- 
monium molybdate. These solutions will not be colored 
if the sample tested be pure indigo. 

Test No. 3.—Put a little of the suspected indigo into 
a test tube along with some stannous and ferric chloride 
solution; if pure the color of the indigo will be destroyed 
on warming the mixture. 

Test No. 4.—Put a little of the sample of indigo into a 
test tube along with some glacial acetic acid and boil 
the mixture for a few minutes, then pour off the acid and 
add a fresh quantity and repeat, doing so until the color 
of the indigo disappears, then mix the solutions that have 


been passed off with ether and water, shake up and then 
allow to settle, when the water will form a separate 
layer to the ether; by means of a pipette drop a few drops 
of strong hydrochloric acid on the aqueous layer. It 
will not be colored if the sample of indigo be pure. 

The following tests are to be performed on some of 
the paper or textile which have been colored with the 
suspected indigo: 

If the indigo has had other materials mixed with it 
in the coloring of the paper or fabric the following 
results will appear: 

Put a little of the colored material into a boiling tube 
(i. e., a wide test tube) along with ro per cent. solution 
of chloride of lime. If prussian blue has been mixed with 
the indigo such blue will remain unchanged, but indigo 
carmine and aniline blue are completely removed from the 
fibre and yield pale yellow solution. 

If logwood has been added as a dye, it will also be re- 
moved from the fibre, but will give a rose red solution. 
On adding a large excess of hydrogen peroxide to these 
solutions, the rose red of logwood is destroyed. Aniline 
blue gives a blue solution, while indigo is not regenerated 
(that is, any indigo in these solutions is not made apparent 
by any color of same appearing). 

Another test is to use glacial acetic acid; pure indigo will 
be dissolved from the fibre. But in presence of logwood 
the cold acid acquires a rose red color, which on heating 
passes into yellowish red and is soon obscured by its dis- 
solving indigo. Prussian blue and indigo carmine are not 
dissolved. On mixing the acetic acid solution with ether 
and then adding water, until the ether separates, the indigo 
is removed from the aqueous layer, which then in the pres- 
ence of logwood shows a gentle reddish yellow tint. If 
now a few drops of concentrated hydrochloric acid are 
added the smallest trace of logwood is revealed by the pro- 
duction of a rich red color in the aqueous layer. Aniline 
blue obscures this secretion. 


Boiler Explosions. 


Speaking of boiler explosions, a writer in Power says: 

“Since the day”of high pressures and boilers of larger 
capacities, larger diameters and severe working condi- 
tions, boiler explosions have become quite common. 

“I venture to say that nine out of ten, and possibly a 
greater per cent. of explosions of tubular boilers, are a 
result of failure of the longitudinal seams. The failure 
of this kind is generally a crack running from rivet to 
rivet in a double riveted joint. The cause of the crack is 
claimed by good authority to be as follows: The lap oi 
the boiler plate does not keep the true circle of the shell, 
and at the joint the shell is flattened. The pressure tends 
to press this flat portion of the shell to a true circle, thus 
every variation of pressure works the molecules of the 
plate. The expansion and contraction of the plates caus: 
the same effect, and there is no doubt that some crack: 
in joints occur while the boiler is under construction. 

“Combining these causes we have a reason for so many 
explosions. A crack in the longitudinal seam, invisible to 
the inspector, which gives way without warning, and a 
terrible explosion results. 

“The records of the Hartford Steam Boiler Inspection 
and Insurance Company show that they have never had 
an explosion of a tubular boiler constructed with a butt 
joint double strapped, triple riveted each side of joint 
Knowing these facts, boilers are constructed and sold day 
by day with the same evil defects as a matter of cheapness. 

“A pharmacist must have a diploma which complies 
with the laws before he can prepare and sell medicines, 
yet boiler makers are allowed to construct and sell a 
bomb that takes the lives of hundreds of people. 

“Why should not the lawmakers take data from some 
reliable authorities such as the Hartford Company, and 
compel boilers to be constructed thereby? Then if men in 
charge of boilers are required to have a diploma, the same 
as a pharmacist, the number of explosions could be di- 
minished to a minimum. 

“There are a number of so-called safety water tube 
boilers on the market which consist of two or more steel 
drums connected by tubes. In case of low water the tubes 
become overheated and the upper drum lets go with a ter- 
rible explosion, as there is no bracing to hold the drums 
together. This type of boiler is just as far from safety as 
any type on the market. - 

“The laws of the country should not allow the manufac- 
ture of tubular boilers over 48 inches in diameter with 
double riveted lap joints, but that butt strap joints be used 
instead for all longitudinal seams; nor should water tube 
boilers be constructed with vertical tubes having drums 
connected thereby, without suitable bracing aside from the 
tubes.”

PAPER.—While there is a seasonable demand for pa- 
per in the New York market, still the jobbers are*com- 
plaining that business is not what it should be. There is 
however, a very fair distribution of Manilas, Fibres, Book, 
Tissues, Writings, Coated, Cardboards, Card Middles, 
Glazed papers and Boards. Boards and News are the 
two most active commodities in the market. High grade 
Tissues are remarkably firm. An advance of Io per cent. 
is being asked by some of the tissue manufacturers for 
their best grades. On News paper the situation is just 
as active as it has been for weeks. There is evidently no 
surplus News on the market. In regard to quotations 
the sales agents report that they are taking orders at 
prices ranging all the way from 2.30 to 2%c., dependent 
on the conditions of each individual order. An average 
quotation for News in rolls is 2}c. this week, and 2.45c. 
for sheets delivered in Néw York. One representative 
of one of the smaller news mills says that 2c, “at mill” 
for roll news for large orders is about the right figure. 
This opinion is not shared by the agents of the four big 
News manufacturing companies. In Book papers the 
market is steady but not strong.
